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Definite Action in 
Motors Strike Seen 
Probable This Week 


Career Ends 


Capital Official Predicts 


Settlement of 
Two 


Big Strikes 


(By The Associated Press) 


Definite action before the end 


of the week in the 70-day General 
Motors strike was predicted today 
by James Dewey, newly-appointed 
special federation mediator be- 
tween the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers and the corporation. 


A veteran at settling Detroit 


labor disputes, Dewey, a former 
member of the labor department's 
conciliation service, told reporters, 
"I am hoping for success and will 
stay here (in Detroit) until this 
matter is ironed out." 


Dewey said he had been given 


a free hand by Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach in the wage dispute 
which has made idle more than 
200,000 workers 


Hope ran high for an early set- 


tlement as both the union and 
General Motors agreed to accept 
mediation. The other two of the 
big three in the auto industry- 
Ford and 
Chrysler — previously 


came to terms with the UAW on 
wage demands, Ford with a boost 
of 18 cents an hour and Chrysler 
with 18 V« cents. 


Million More Face Idleness 


Meanwhile the giant steel strike 


threatened—if prolonged—to make 
idle an additional 1.000,000 work- 
ers in allied industries within a 
month. 


Hopes of a settlement within a 


week of the steel dispute also 
have been voiced—by a high of- 
ficial of the U. S. Labor Depart- 
ment who declined to permit use 
of his name. 


If mediation fails, however, this 


is the picture of things to come: 


In Michigan, John L. Lovett, 


general manager of the Michigan 
Manufacturers' association, pre- 
dicted 500,000 would be idle" in 
the state in a month if the steel 
strike is not settled. His figure 
was presumed to include workers 
in the automobile industry, one 
of steel's biggest customers. 


In 
another week 150 000 St. j 


Louis workers will be laid off for 
lack "of materials; 'said Oscar 'A. 
Ehrhardt, secretary of the CIO 
Industrial Council. 


Other Gloomy Forecasts 


If the strike continues two 


weeks from today, the Cleveland 
Chamber of 
Commerce stated, 


100,000 metal snd rubber workers 
in northern Ohio will be left idle. 
Fabricating plants employing 200,- 
000 in Connecticut will be forced 
to shut down if the steel stoppage 
lasts another three weeks, the 
state manufacturing 
association 


foresaw. 


Settlement efforts today were 


centered in Washington, where 
Benjamin F. Fairies^, president 
of U. S. Steel corporation, was to 
confer with government officials. 
The Steehvorkers demand an IS1^ 
cents an hour pay boost. 


A senate labor committee hear- 


ing to take testimony from Pres- 
ident Philip Murray of the CIO 
and Sewell Awry of Montgomery 
Ward & Co., was postponed indefi- 
nitely. 


The committee was informed 


that Avery was ill and that Mur- 
ray could not keep the appoint-

Truckers' Strike Settled 


In another labor development 


Ford Motor corporation boosted 
15 per rent wages of 19.000 sal- 
aried and hourly-rated employes. 
The CIO-UAW also announced it 
planned to press wage demands 
against Hudson, Packard, Conti- 
nental Motors and Briggs Manu- 
facturing companies, comparable 
to the Ford and Chrysler settle- 
ments. 


A 10-weeks strike of 2,000 AFL 


truck drivers in seven midwest- 
ern states was announced today. 
The wage disagreement had tied 
up long distance hauling in the 
Middle West 


In New York meetings between 


the CIO American Communication 
association and Western Union to 
settle a 22-day old strike ended 
in a deadlock. Joseph P. Selly 
union president, said there was 
"no point in any further meetings 
unless either side changed its 
present position."

After Bloodv Riot 


Government Prepares for 
Showdown With Labor; 


5 Dead 77 Injured 


Santiago. Chile, Jan. 29— (AP) 


—The Chilean cabinet was re- 
shuffled today as the government 
prepared for a showdown with 
labor by imposing strict censor- 
ship and a 60-day state of siege 
following a bloody riot yesterday 
afternoon between police and labor 
demonstrators in which five per- 
sons were killed and 77 injured. 


Mounted troops patrolled Santi- 


ago sti eets- early tais iteming and 
the government ordered all sol- 
diers on leave to report to their 
barracks 
and hold 
themselves 


ready for duty. 


Two changes were made in the 


cabinet, giving military men new 
posts of authority, and some quar- 
ters predicted other appointments 
would be forthcoming. 


During the rioting, which took 


place in the heart of this city, 
Bernardo Ibanez. general secretary 
of the Chilean Workers Federa- 
tion, grasped a microphone and 
announced that a general nation- 
wide strike could be called im- 
mediately to protest the action of 
the police. 


The government blamed the out- 


break on "extremist 
agitation", 


but the workers federation quickly 
issued an answering blast uj-which 
it placed the responsibility on the 
government police.

Su- 
zanne's lather, James E. Degnan, 
discovered her missing at 7:30 
a. m. that day. 


Storms added, however, that the 


young men had not made any 
statements connecting them with 
the kidnaping or killing 


Storms said Costello had been 


on parole from the Illinois Train- 
ing 
School for 
Boys near St. 


Charles 111. After stating-that a 
third youth %vas sought, he later 
said this was not correct. 


Police, for the last three weeks, 


have been engaged in one of the 
most intensive manhunts in Chi- 
cago's history in an effort to cap- 
ture the kidnap-killer and solve 
one of the city's most brutal 
crimes. 


While dozens of persons have 


been picked up for questioning, no 
charges had been placed against 
them and after questioning, nearly 
all of them were released. 
In 


addition to Costello and Campbell, 
police today held two other men 
for questioning in the case. 


Police have uncovered what they 


believe to be many clues in con- 
nection with the kidnap-killmg. 
After Suzanne had been stolen 
from her bed at her north side 
home at 5943 Kenmore, the kid- 
naper strangled her, chopped her 
body to pieces and dumped them 
.into sewers near her home. All 
parts of her body except her arms 
h0ve been found.

(AP)—A Norwegian survivor told 
the international military tribunal 
today about a ride of death across 
Germany in which bodies of 1,447 
concentration camp captives were 
kicked off open railway cars at the 
last station. 


Hans Cappelen, witness against 


the 22 ranking nazis on trial for 
war crimes, testified: 


"The 
SS guards 
acted 
like 


drunks as they hurried us from 
the Gross Rosen camp in Silesia 
to a train to Dachau because of 
the approach of the Red army in 
February of last year. Four or five 
persons to feeble to walk fast had 
their heads bashed in with guns." 


The thin, sensitive face of the 


blond Oslo attorney hardened as 
he answered questions by 
the 


French prosecutor, Charles Du- 
bost. 


He said Gestapo agents in Nor- 


way burned his feet with a lamp 
but "it didn't hurt so much because 
I was so feeble I didn't care." He 
was confined and tortured in Oslo 
for 25 months before he finally 
was sent to a concentration camp. 
He said he owed his life to Swed- 
ish Count Bernadotte, who 
ar- 


ranged with Heinrich Himmler last 
spring to rescue Scandinavian na- 
tionals. 


"One Man Army" Is 
Sued By "Wife" He 
Says Is A Stranger 


Manila, Jan. 29—(.AP)—A Ba- 


taan civilian nurse today asked 
annulment of a marriage she said 
she had contracted Dec. 7, 1941 
with Maj. Arthur Wermuth, fam- 
ed "One-Man Army", in ignorance 
or the fact he had previously mar- 
ried in the United States. 


(In Traverse City, Mich., Wer- 


muth said the alleged marriage in 
Manila "is news to me. I don't 
know a thing about it. I want to 
flatly deny it right now".) 


The annulment petition, filed in 


the Manila courts, was signed Mrs. 
Olivia Josephine Oswald Wermuth. 
(Wermuth, who recently announc- 
ed he probably would seek a U. S. 
senate seat when he leaves the 
Army, said he didn't even know 
her. Wermuth married Jeaii Wil- 
kins of Chicago on June 1, 1935.) 


Miss Oswald, who has been us- 


ing her maiden name since she 
learned of Wermuth's marriage, 
said in her petition that she mar- 
ried him after a whirlwind court- 
ship, on the roof garden of the 
great Eastern hotel in a twilight 
ceremony the day before the Jap- 
anese bombed Manila. 


Names Marrying Chaplain 


An Army chaplain whom she 


named as H. Stamback performed 
the ceremony, she said, and her 
honeymoon was spent in the tragic 
setting of Bataan where Wermuth 
earned world lenowii as the slayer 
of at least 116 Japanese before he 
was captured. 


Wermuth had been ordered back 


to his regiment within 24 hours 
after her wedding, her 
petition 


continued, and the tall, attractive 
brunette, now 25, joined him on 
Bataan, acting as civilian nurse. 
After the surrender, she followed 
the Death 
Marchers 
to 
Camp 


O'Donnell—hoping to aid him. 


Her deep red-brown hair glint- 


ing in the sunlight, she told told 
interviewers today that she first 
learned Wermuth had a wife in 
the United States when she saw 
pictures of the hero's return home 
in Manila papers late in October. 
At least two included pictures of 
Wermuth's American wife. 


Remembered by Veterans 


When the major was libeiated 


last September, the annulment pe- 
tition asserted, he came to Manila, 
and lived with Miss Oswald until 
his repatriation. She expected him 
to return to Manila after a visit 
with relatives in America. 


Manila newspapers had carried 


her own picture Sept. 11. after 
she was informed of Wermuth's 
liberation, and quoted her as say- 
ing she had been "praying and 
hoping" for his safe return. 


Filipino veterans of Bataan con- 


firmed hn- presence there telling 
interv-joweiP they 
recalled 
her 


work among the wounded. 


Miss Oswald currently is em- 


ployed bv the U. S A/my here, 
working as a receptionist

The decision, read by Presiding 


Judge Evan A. Evans, declared 
aowever, that this "does not end 
the plain obligation of the Illinois 
.egislature to do its duty in re- 
apportionmg the state's congres- 
sional districts". These districts 
have not been realigned since 
1901. 


Illinois, the decision said, "can« 


not afford to become a leader in a 
new rebellion" in this country. 


"A late admission of error and a 


desire to correct it would not be 
an admission of weakness" on the 
part of a legislature, the decision 
held. 


Appeal Will Follow 


Urban Lavery, attorney for the 


plaintiffs—two university profes- 
sors and an attorney—announced 
an appeal would be taken imme- 
diately to the Supreme Court. A. 
W. Brussell, attorney for the Chi- 
cago Better Government associa- 
tion, which had intervened in be- 
half of the plaintiffs, said his or- 
ganization would support the ap- 
peal. 


Outside of court. Lavery said fee 


hoped to get emergency action by 
the Supreme Court and added that

view of the matter.

Country Faces Real 
Shortage of Grains 


Washington, 
Jan 
29—(AP)— 


Fresh evidence that the country' 
faces a grain shortage which may 
cut livestock production and re- 
duce wheat exports came from the 
agriculture department today. 


The agency's quarterly report 


on stocks of grain on and off 
farms showed less corn January 
1 than on the same date of 1944 
—a year in which an acute corn 
shortage formed many farmers to 
liquidate livestock. 


The corn supply at the start of 


the year was placed at 1,976,389,- 
000 bushels. Or about 200.000,000 
bushels less than a year ago and 
about 50,000.000 bushels less than 
on Jan. 1, 1944. 


The figures on quantity do not 


tell the full story, however. This 
year's corn is of much poorer 
quality than that of either 1944 or 
1945. A considerable portion of the 
1945 crop—which is being fed now 
—did not mature fully before kill- 
ing frosts. As a consequence, it 
provides less feed, bushel for bush- 
el, than the previous crops. 


The short corn supply probably 


will be reflected mainly in reduced 
feeding of hogs during the sum- 
mer and fall. In such case these 
animals would be marketed 
at 


lighter weights, a development 
which would cut fall and early 
winter supplies of pork and lard.

Yet 
if Britain spends 25 per cent of 
her loan for our short foods, and 
we try feeding the world as 
everyone seems to want, 
our 


meager 
prospects will be still 


further endangered. 


It is impossible, therefore, to 


expect relief from tne food short- 
age any time soon.

extremely efficient and resource- 
ful manufacturer and a man who 
so heartily appreciated the wond- 
erful opportunities which a Rus- 
sian immigrant had enjoyed in the 
United States that he gladly re- 
'unded to the government of the 
United States a large sum of 
money derived from his manufac- 
.ure 
of pneumatic bouyant life- 


saving devices for the Army Air 
Forces. 


For several years, Spanel has 


been publishing a running series 
of political essays and arguments, 
3ie whole amounting to New Deal 
and left-wing propaganda with the 
•epresentation that such presenta- 
tion constituted a public service. 
The advertisements are sponsored 
jy his International Latex Cor- 
poration and mention no commer- 
cial product. 


The records of the war depart- 


ment in Washington contain a 
arge file dealing with the nego- 
tiations between International La- 
tex, the Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration and the Army. Briga- 
dier General Albert Browning who 
served as director of purchases for 
:he Army Service Forces, does not 
share the opinion of Spanel and 
his company expressed in the Col- 
ier's story. General 
Browning 


formerly was an 
executive of 


Montgomery Ward & Company in 
Chicago and he served the govern- 
ment early in the war as deputy 
director of purchases in the Office 
of Production Management.

•ecently accepted an appointment 
offered by Henry Wallace, the sec- 
retary of commerce, to serve in a 
new position, that of director of 
the Office of Domestic Commerce. 


On April 6, 1944, Spanel sent a 


telegram to Maury Maverick, the 
ihairman of the board of Smaller 
War Plants Corporation, boasting 
of his firm's performance in the 
production of 5,000 life-rafts on 
sub-contract from the S.W.P.C. 
and pointing with pride to the fact 
that his company had made a re- 
duction in the price allowed. This 
telegram was forwarded to the of- 
fice of the under-secretary of war.

On April 19, General Brown- 


ng wrote a memorandum for the 
undersecretary outlining his ver- 
sion of the history of the transac- 
;ion. 


He reported that on Feb. 25, 


1943, 
the materiel command of 


the Army Air Forces received a 
:ommunication from Smaller War 
Plants certifying International La- 
;ex as a bidder on 5,000 rafts at 
S125 
each. This certification was 


not accepted but International and 
20 other firms were invited to sub- 
mit bids. Fifteen bids were re- 
:eived and when they were open- 
id on March 6, the bid of Spanel's 
:ompany was found to be $101 and 
the highest of them all. 


"The other 14 companies, includ- 


ing five small ones, had bids rang- 
ing from S63.26 to $79, with only 
;wo bids higher than §72.18," Gen- 
sral Browning wrote. "The five 
small firms mentioned all bid 
$72.18 or less".

This means "out" for 


many of them. 
It also means a 


great deal to the public in general 
to have honest, fearless officials 
who have courage enough to do 
their duty.
